And he taketh 
with him Peter and James and 
John, and began to be sore Amas* 
ed, and to be very heavy; and 
saith unto them, My soul is ex- 
ceeding sorrowful unto death: 

And he 
went forward a little, and fell on 
the ground, and prayed that, if it 
were possible, the hour might pass 
from him. And he said, Abba, 
Father, all things are possible unto 
thee; take away this cup from me:

John 19:16-19, 26-30. 

THEN delivered he him there- 
fore unto them to be crucified. 
And they took Jesus, and led him 
away. And he bearing his cross 
went forth into a place called the 
place of a skull, which is called 
in the Hebrew Golgotha: where 
they crucified him, and two other 
with him, on either side one, and 
Jesus in the midst. And Pilate 
wrote a title, and put it on the 
cross. And the writing was, 
JESUS OF NAZARETH, THE 
KING OF THE JEWS. Now 
there stood by the cross of Jesus 
his mother, and his mother's sister, 
Mary the wife of Cleophas, and 
Mary Magdalene. When Jesus 
therefore saw his mother, and the 
disciple standing by, whom he 
loved, he saith unto his mother. 
Woman, behold thy son I Then 
saith he to the disciple, Behold thy 
mother! And from that hour that 
disciple took her unto his own 
home. After this, Jesus know- 
ing that all things were now ac- 
complished, that the scripture 
might be fulfilled, saith, I thirst. 
Now there was set a vessel full of 
vinegar: and they filled a spunge 
with vinegar, and put it upon hy»' 
sop, and put it to his mouth. 
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When JesuB therefor^ had received 
the vinegar, he said, It is finished: 
and he bowed his head, and savB 
up the ghoet. 

Matthew 28:1-8. 

IN the end of the sabbath, as it 
began to dawn toward the first 
day of the week, came Mary Mag- 
dalene and the other Mary to see 
the sepulchre. And, behold, there 
was a great earthquake: for the 
angel of the Lord descended from 
heaven, and came and rolled back 
the stone from the door, and sat 
upon it. His countenance was 
like lightning, and his raiment 
white as snow: and for fear of 
him the keepers did shake, and be- 
came as dead men. And the angel 
answered and said unto the women.

3R God so loved the world, 
that he gave his only begotten 
Son, that whosoever believeth in 
him should not perish, but have 
everlasting life.

And he divided. unto 
them his living. And not many 
days after the younger son gath* 
ered all together, and took his jour- 
ney into a far country, and there 
wasted his substance with riotous 
living. And when he had spent all, 
there arose a mighty famine in that 
land; and he began to be in want. 
And he went and joined himself to 
a dtisen of that country; and he 
sent him into his fields to feed 
swine. And he would fain have 
filled his belly with the husks that 
the swine did eat; and no man gave 
unto him.

How many hired 
servants of my father's have bread 
enough and to spare, and I perish 
withhungerl I will arise and go to 
my father, and will say unto ^ him.

vants. And he arose, and came to 
his father. But when he was yet 
a great way off, his father saw him, 
and had compassion, and ran, and 
fell on his neck, and kissed him. 
And the son said unto him. Father, 
I have sinned against heaven, and 
in thy sight, and am no more wor* 
thy to be called thy son. But the 
father said to his servants. Bring 
forth the best robe, and put it on 
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him; and put a ring on his hand 
and shoes on his feet: and bring 
hither the fatted calf, and kill it; 
and let us eat, and be merry: for 
this my son was dead, and is alive 
again; he was lost, and is found. 

John 4:19-15,20-24. 

JESUS answered and said unto 
her, Whosoever drinketh of this 
water shall thirst again: but who- 
soever drinketh of the water that 
I shall give him shall never thirst; 
but the water that I shall give him 
shall be in him a well of water 
springing up into everlasting life. 
The woman saith unto him, Sir, 
give me this water, that I thirst 
not, neither come hither to draw. 
Our fathers worshipped in this 
mountain; and ye say, that in 
Jerusalem is the place where men 
ought to worship. Jesus saith un- 
to her. Woman, believe me, the 
hour Cometh, when ye shall neither 
in this mountain, nor yet at Jeru- 
salem, worship the Father. Ye 
worship ye know not what: we 
know what we worship: for salva- 
tion is of the Jews. But the hour 
Cometh, and now is, when the true 
worshii^pers shall worship the 
Father in spirit and in truUi: for 
the Father seeketh such to worship 
him. God is a Spirit: and they 
that worship him must worship 
him in spirit and in truth. 
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Matt. 25:14-30. 
3R the kingdom of heaven is as 
a man travelling into a far coun- 
try, who called his own servants, 
and delivered unto them his goods. 
And unto one he gave five talents, 
to another two, and to another one; 
to every man according to his sev- 
eral ability; and straightway took 
his journey. Then he that had re- 
ceived the five talents went and 
traded with the same, and made 
them other five talents. And like- 



wise he that had received two, he 
-also gained other two. But he 
that had received one went and 
digged in the earth, and hid his 
lord's money. After a long time 
the lord of those servants cometh, 
and reckoneth with them. And so 
he that had received five talents 
came^and brought other five tal- 
ents, saying, Lord, thou deliver- 
edst unto me five talents: behold, 
I have gained beside them five 
talents more. His lord said unto 
him. Well done, thou good and 
faithful servant: thou hast been 
faithful over a few things, I will 
make thee ruler over many things: 
enter thou into the Joy of thy 
lord. He also tta.t had received 
two talents came and said. Lord 
thou deliveredst unto me two 
talents: behold, I have gained two 
other talents beside them. His 
lord said unto him, Well done, 
good and faithful servant; thou 
hast been faithful over a few 
things, I will make thee ruler over 
many things: enter thou into the 
joy of thy lord. Then he which 
had received the one talent came 
and said, Lord, I knew thee that 
thou art an hard man, reaping 
where thou hast not sown, and 
gathering where thou hast not 
strawed: and I was afraid, and 
went and hid thy talent in the 
earth: lo, there thou hast that is 
thine.

For unto every one that hath shall 
be given, and he shall have abun- 
dance: but from him that hath not 
shaU be taken away even that 
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wluch he hath. And cast ye the 
unprofitable servant into outer 
darkness: there shall be weeping 
and gnashing of teeth. 

John 5:24-30, 39. 

VERILY, verily, I say unto you. 
He that heareth my word, and 
believeth on him that sent me, 
hath everlasting life, and shall not 
come into condemnation; but is 
passed from death unto life. Verily, 
verily, I say unto you. The hour is 
coming, and now is, when the dead 
shall hear the voice of the Son of 
God: and they that hear shall live. 
For as the Father hath life in him- 
self; so hath he given to the Son 
to have life in himself; and hath 
given him authority to execute 
judgment also, because he is the 
Son of man. Marvel not at this: 
for the hour is coming, in the which 
all that are in the graves shall hear 
his voice, and shall come forth; 
they that have done good, unto 
the resurrection of life; and they 
that have done evil, unto the resur- 
rection of damnation. I can of 
mine own self do nothing: as I 
hear, I judge: and my judgment ia 
just; because I seek not mine own 
will, but the will of the Father 
which hath sent me.

THEN said Martha unto Jesus, 
Lord, if thou hadst been here, 
ray brother had not died; but I 
know, that even now, whatsoever 
thou wilt ask of God, God will give 
it thee. Jesus saith unto her. Thy 
brother shall rise again. Martha 
saith unto him, I know that he 
shall rise again in the resurrection 
at the last day. Jesus said unto 
her, I am the resurrection, and 
the life: he that believeth in me, 
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though he were dead, yet shall ho 
live: and whosoever liveth and 
believeth in me shall never die. 
Believest thou this? She saith un- 
to him, Yea, Lord: I believe that 
thou art the Christ, the Son of God, 
which should come into the world.

But when that which is perfect is 
come, then that which is in part 
shall be done away. When I waa 
a child, I spake as a child, I under- 
stood as a child, I thought as a 
child: but when I became a man^ 
I put away childish things. Foi 
now we see through a glass, darkly; 
but then face to face: now I know 
in part; but then shall I know even 
as also I am known. And now 
abideth faith, hope, charity, these 
three; but the greatest of these is 
charity.
